The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet In depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be need for the social, re 
ligious and industrial niMids of tile 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount reqoired for " The Galiau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $80,000, ami the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to bim whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples.
